Whether lie branches out as a 
daring and conspicuous builder of real 
estate properties or not his fortune is 
certain to increase steadily, because no 
rich man in New York, not even Russell 
Sage, will figure more carefully over his 
expenditures, both personal and busi- 
ness, than John Jacob Astor will do.—

It Finds Precious M«'tal».

effects. He can handle it with, as much 
dexterity as Mr. Thompson, but posses- 
ses no knowledge of the machine other 
than that imparted in this article.—

The latent Western Gold Sttry. 


J. A. McConville, who lives en Mon- 


tana street, killed one of his chickens 
for dinner, and on cleaning it was sur- 
prised to find a quantity of gold nug- 
gets in the crop and gizzard. Having 
about thirty more chickens on hand, he 
began killing and examining them. In 
each of them he found a pro rata of nug- 
gets, the total amount gathered f rom the 
thirty-one hens being $387.50—an aver- 
age of $12.50 a head. The gold was sent 
to the State National bank and pro- 
nounced eighteen carat fine.

An old New Yorker, who takes snuff 


regularly, vroto to Sanitary SnjK'rin- 
tendont Edbon a few chij'b ago to tum- 
plain that so;ii'! snuff which ho liad been 
using had caused infiamniatory symp- 
toms which siiggested poison. Dr. Ed- 
son examined the sample of sntiff which 
was sent with tho complaint and discov- 
ered that chrouu-.te of read, known in 
the trade as chrome yellow, had been 
mixed with tho snuff to brighten it. He 
nest ascertained where the snuff was 
manufactured in the city, and called on 
the manufacturer for an explanation. 


Subsequently the manufacturer de- 


clared that he had used the poisonous 
color in the snuff by mistake, supposing 
that he was using a harmless means of 
improving the appearance of the article. 
He promised to stop using chrome yel- 
low, and also consented to destroy some 
of his stock which had been colored with 
it.—New York Letter. 


A 1'rchi.storic liuriul Ground. 


An interesting archaeological find has 


been reported from the neighborhood of 
Fo&tci's Ferry, on tho Warrior rivf>r, 
about nine miles south of Tuskaioosa, 
Ala. When the recent high waters re- 
ceded from the river bottoms it was 
found that the current had unearthed a 
prehistoric burial ground. Great quan- 
tities of human bones, rough stonework 
and pottery were left exposed. It is sur- 
mised here from the nature of tho relics 
found that it was a Ohoctaw burial 
ground, but a thorough examination will 
be made at once and tho results reported.
